Freshmen entering the Calitor- 
nia State University and Colleges 
(CSUC) system in 1977 will be ex- 
pected to take a statewide English 
proficiency exam if the recommen- 
dations of the CSUC Task Force 
are passed by the Board of Trustees 
at its May meeting, according to 
Robert O. Bess. dean of academic 
affairs in the chancellor's office 


A total of four proficiency tests 
are recommended by the task force 
on student writing skills. The first 
admission of first-time 
freshmen. Those who have upper 
division standing will be required 
to pass an exam before enrolling in 
more than 75 semester units 


is tor 


Those entenng graduate work 
and have not previously passed the 
exam will be required to do so 
leaching credential candidates will 
he required to score significantly 
higher than the minimum passing 
vrade on the junior level exam 

Alex C. Sheriffs, vice chancellor 
of academic affairs, requested reac- 
tions trom all 19 campuses on the 
task force recommendations 

Overall there was a positive res- 
ponse to the task force recommen- 
dations by all campuses, according 


to Bess 
The total response 
generally positive with suggestions

for improvement in specific details 
such as timing, test dates and the 
financial implications of the pro- 
ject 

CSUS Department 
Chair Vernon Hornback said one 
of the four tests was demonstrated 
to several members of the 
department last month by Edward 
White. a CSU. San Bernadino 
protessor 

“It has a very high degree of 
reliability and validity,” Hornback 
said 

The test would involve a read- 
ing and writing segment, according 
to Hornback. “Each person's paper 
would be graded by a team of 
graders,” he said 

Last spring, a CSUS general 
education committee poll showed 
that faculty and students felt there 
should be some sort of literacy test 

Students in need of literacy im- 
provement can be found at all 
levels of the university. Bess said

A bill that would increase 
College Opportunity Grant (COG)

Another proposal that would 
increase tunding of college work 
study programs by $2 million was 
assigned to an education sub- 
committee of Ways and Means at 
the same meeting.

sponsored by Assemblyman Vic 
Fazio, D-Solano, and chose to give 
it more study by a vote of 12-0
